“is perm itted now to see the quin­ 
tuplets whenever she wishes. She 
may wash them and do other things. 
“It is our hope as soon as possi­ 
ble to have their m other care for 
them, and in three or four jears to 
have all ten children together and 
the family under one roof.” 
Afterward to newspapermen Who 
asked for more explicit statem ents

Berlin, June 13.—The leaders of 
nazi Germany Wednesday responded 
warmly to the appeal of the prince 
of Wales that World war veterans 
of all countries should take the 
lead 
in extending 
the hand of 
friendship to one another. 
Gen. Hermann Wilhelm Goering, 
air minister anc! Prussian premier, 
who succeeded Baron Manfred von- 
Richthofen 
in 
command 
of the 
Richthofen circus upon the death of 
its founder in April, 1918, declared: 
The prince of Wales’ 
speech 
should be warmly greeted, since it 
Is intended to preserve the peace 
of the world.” 
Hess Welcomes Proposal 
Equally cordial was the reaction 
of Rudolph Hess, deputy leader of 
the national socialist party and, like 
Goering, a German flier in the 
World war. 
“Naturally I welcome the prince’s 
words,’’ he said. 
*'Whiten ’British 
ex-service men come to Germany 
they can be certain they will be re­ 
ceived as comrades by the German 
veterans. As the spirit of the front­ 
line trenches comes to the surface 
more in the foreign policy of the 
arlous countries, a great step will 
have been taken toward European 
peace.” 
Von RJbbentrop Promises Welcome 
Joachim von Rlbbentrop, ambas­ 
sador extraordinary of Reichfuhrer 
Adolf Hitler, declared: 
“The words of the prince of Wales 
at the meeting of British ex-service 
men will find a warm echo every­ 
where in Germany. 
The British 
veterans will be most heartily greet­ 
ed by German veterans and by the 
German people as a whole.” 
The German press points out that 
it was Hess who took the initiative 
in appealing to veterans of all coun­ 
tries to get together to maintain 
peace, in his speech at Koenigsberg, 


East Prussia, on July 8 of last year. 
On that occasion he addressed a 
plea, especially to the former sol­ 
diers of Prance, stating: 
"We front-line fighters are not 
willing that inept diplomacy should 
once more permit us to blunder into 
a catastrophe in which the ex-serv­ 
ice men would again be the chief 
victims.”

Alameda, Cal., June 13 (AP).—A 
one-stop flight to lonely Midway 
island, nearly 4,000 miles out in the 
Pacific, was started late Wednesday 
by Pan-American Airways’ Clipper 
plane after it had waited two days 
for a little stormy weather to abate 
alqnR the first leg of the route. 
The big ship leaped off the choppy 
waters of San Francisco bay at 2:59 
p. rn. (Pacific standard time), re­ 
quiring only 25 seconds to get into 
the air with a heavy load of gasoline 
and crew of six men. She was 38 
miles out at 3:30 p. rn. 
Technical Study Planned 
Capt. E. C. Musick, in charge of 
the big ship, made no estimate as to 
the time she would need to reach 
Honolulu, 2,400 miles away, and said 
the flight would be devoted to tech­ 
nical matters in preparation for es­ 
tablishment of trans-Pacific com­ 
mercial service. 
Last April the Clipper flew from 
here to Honolulu in a little more 
than 17 hours. Her return required 
more than 20 hours because of 
stormy conditions. 
This time, however, she actually 
invited stormy weather. 
She was 
ready for the take-off Monday but 
the flight was postponed because 
conditions were described as “too 
good.” It was explained the crew 
desired at least 300 miles of rain or 
heavy clouds. 
The weather forecast this time 
promised varying conditions be­ 
tween here and Honolulu, with a 
“cold front" presented much of the 
way, produced by the penetration of 
Arctic air currents. 
Captain Musick said the Clipper 
probably would remain in Honolulu 
two days before undertaking the 1,- 
323-mile water gap between there 
and Midway island. 
Although until recently it was 
only an uninhabited American out­ 
post—a unit of the Hawaiian group 
—little Midway island has witnessed 
some ambitious undertakings in the 
last few weeks.

Civilians Fleeing Southward 
A panic almost resulted from the 
new Japanese demands, Reuters re­ 
ported. starting an exodus of civil­ 
ians, who were moving southward 
in great numbers. 
All trains were 
reported booked for days ahead.

said It was reported Japan would 
hold an aerial demonstration over 
Peiping today, but police warned 
the populace to keep calm. 
Peiping In State of Panic 
A Reuters dispatch from Peiping 
said Gen. Ho Ylng-Chin, Chinese 
military leader there, had left hur­ 
riedly for Nanking to consult the 
Chinese government concerning new 
pressure from Japan. 
A state of panic, the dispatch as­ 
serted. reigned in Peiping as a re­ 
sult of the reported plan of the 
Japanese to hold the aerial maneu­ 
vers.
